Cooking Is Fun

The Italian way of marinating; 
cook rd vegetable* and serving them ' 
cold is worth adopting. 
We first came on snap beans J 
prepared this way when we went, 
years ago, to a small Italian restau­ 
rant on New York's East Side. There 
the owner's whole family cooked 
and served dinner to paying guests 
who made reservations to dine at 
seven or nine o’clock. At both sit­ 
tings family-style platters came to 
each table. The meal began with 
stalks of celery and whole tomatoes, 
melon, veal in tuna sauce and went 
on to soup, pasta or risotto. Then 
came the main course —- roast beef 
or veal with potatoes and a huge 
bowl of cold marinated snap beans. 
When we staggered home after 
this meal we looked Into our Italian 
cook books and found it common 
practice to marinate cooked vege­ 
tables. As readers of this column 
know, we’ve passed along variations 
of marinated snap beans. Recently 
we marinated lightly-cooked carrot 
sticks with equal success. The car­ 
rots may be served on a platter of 
antipasto or be offered with hot or 
cold roast meat or poultry. 
Marinated Carrots 
Ingredients: 6 large or 8 medium­ 
sized carrots (about IS pounds 
without green tops), I cup boiling 
water, *4 teaspoon salt, V* cup olive 
OIL S tablespoons cider vinegar, H 
teaspoon salt, white pepper, I small | 
garlic clove, I bay leaf, 2 table­ 
spoons minced parsley, extra salt. 
Method: Pare carrots; cut into 
sticks about 3 Inches long and 
-inch thick. Cook rapidly, covered, 
In 2-quart (wide bottom) saucepan 
with boiling water and bi teaspoon 
salt; turn once and cook until 
tender but still crisp — about 8 
minutes. Drain. Turn carrots into 
a shallow container. Beat olive oil, 
vinegar, bi teaspoon salt and a j 
dash of pepper together with a 
fork: add garlic clove (cut in half) 
and bay leaf (broken Into several 
pieces). Pour over carrots and mix 
well. Sprinkle with parsley. Refrig­ 
erate, covered, overnight Remove to 
room temperature shortly before 
serving. Sprinkle lightly with extra 
salt It needed. Makes 6 to 8 servings. 
We have Just tried a new way of 
using a cake mix, with good results. 
Less liquid than is regularly called 
for was added to the mix, then the 
batter was strewed with canned 
drained blueberries and a crumb 
topping 
(streusel) 
before 
being 
baked. The blueberry kuchen that 
resulted was served warm, with 
butter passed for those who are not 
weight-watching. 
The cake mix we used is a spank­ 
ing new one designed to fit one 8- 
or 9-inch square or round cake pan, 
one • by IO or 7 by ll inch pan, as 
well as a number of other baking 
pans and dishes. The mix comes in 
four flavors — white, chocolate, 
yellow and marble. The white and 
yellow 
varieties are 
particularly 
good for upsidedown cakes — not 


only because of their texture but 
because the amount of cake they 
yield balances the amount of fruit 
usually used. 
Serve At Brunch 
We used the white cake mix for 
our blueberry kuchen. It would be 
fine to serve at a brunch or a 
morning coffee. 
The topping given in the recipe 
is the sort often found on bakery 
products. We note this because 
several readers have asked us for 
this particular streusel. 
Quick Blaeberry Kuchen 
Ingredients: 2 tablespoons sugar. 
*4 cup flour, 2 tablespoons cold hard 
butter or margarine, I egg, water, 
I 
loaf-size package 
(IO ounces) 
white cake mix, % cup well-drained 
canned blueberries. 
Method: Butter the bottom of a 
square cake pan (9 by 9 by I Ai 
inches); lightly flour the bottom. 
Stir sugar and flour together in a 
small bowl; add the hard butter 
and cut in with a pastry blender 
Just until fine crumbs are formed; 
reserve. Break egg into a glass 
measuring cup; add enough water 
to come up to the bi cup mark. Add 
egg-water to cake mix; stir until 
blended. Beat with medium speed 
of electric mixer for 4 minutes; or 
beat with spoon for 4 minutes — 
150 vigorous strokes equals I min­ 
ute. Turn into prepared baking pan. 
Sprinkle blueberries over batter; 
then sprinkle over reserved crumb 
mixture. Bake in moderate (375 
degrees) oven 25 to 30 minutes or 
until cake tester inserted in center 
comes out clean. Serve at once, 
cutting squares in pan and lifting 
out with a spatula. Or reheat in a 
hot oven at serving time. 
Note: The berries drained from 
an 8 ti-ounce can will yield the 
amount needed for this recipe; or 
use S cup of the well-drained 
berries from a larger can.

HARRISBURG (AP)—The

mittee came to Harrisburg today 
to name statewide officers for the 
next two years and map plans for 
the fall gubernatorial campaign. 
Sen. Joseph M. Barr, up for re­ 
election as state chairman, pre 
dieted prior to the afternoon meet­ 
ing that the incumbent slate of 
statewide c o m m i t t e e officials 
would be re-elected to two-year 
terms without opposition. 
At the same time he called on 
the party to avoid complacency 
in the forthcoming campaign and 
seek new party support. 
To Work Registration 
“ Perhaps our most important 
single activity during the summer 
and early fall will be an intensive 
campaign to f u r t h e r reduce 
substantially the Republican regis­ 
tration lead, so that when the reg-! 
istration rolls close next Septem- j 
ber the two parties will be almost J 
equal in registration,’’ Barr de­ 
clared. 
Barr said these other state com­ 
mittee officials would be re-elected 
to two-year terms: 
Secretary—Miss Genevieve Blatt, 
secretary of Internal affairs; vice 
chairman—Louise M. John. West 
Chester; treasurer — L. Warren 
Mickle, Harrisburg. 
McCloskey May Continue 
Barr also said Matthew H. Mc­ 
Closkey, Philadelphia contractor, 
would be asked to serve again as 
state finance chairman. McClos­ 
key holds the same post in the 
party at the national level. 
Pittsburgh Mayor David L. Law­ 
rence did not attend the meeting 
because he is in Europe on a vaca­ 
tion trip. Lawrence’s post as na­ 
tional committeeman still has two 
years to run. 
Turning to the Democrats' op­ 
position 
in 
the 
fall 
campaign, 
Barr declared: 
“The reactionary wing of the 
Republican party won the primary 
election and Is in full control of 
the party machinery in the state.” 
“Core Of Protest" 
Barr contended that the more 
than 300,000 Republican voters in 
the May 20 primary who support­ 
ed Harold Stassep’s bld for the 
gubernatorial 
nomination 
repre­ 
sent 
“a hard core 
of 
protest 
against the domination of their 
party by the PMA (Pennsylvania 
Manufacturers Assn)/* 
Barr said that since 1954. when 
the Democrats took over the state 
administration, tile party has re­ 
duced the Republican registration 
lead from more than a million to 
less than 267,000. 
“ As for our future prospects, I 
am supremely confident of victory 
this November if we guard against 
overconfidence, complacency and 
a resultant failure to work hard,” 
he asserted.
